‘About 
twenty have professed. religion, and with the-exception of a few, their

sions, Jtis to be regretted, however, that there are a few, upon whose ` 


obdurate hearts no good or-permanent impression appears to have been

c amongst them. Ifs progress was so rapid that in a few days labor was ` 
entirely suspendéd, and the number ef those who.were attacked was 
so great.that the keepér, guards and the few convicts -who weré still 
in the enjoyment of health, were wholly insufficient to perform the ~ 
last offices to the dead, and to give that. attention to the living whieh 
was thought necessary for their comfort and preservation, . In this 
distressing, condition of things . humanity- required of the guardians 
‘of the . institution promiptnessand energy. Additional medical aid 
was obtained, nurses:wer¢g employed, and whatever the physicians re- 

. quired for the benefit of the sick was‘itnmediatély procured. The 
disease howéver :was*unabated in its fury for almost-a month,’ within 
which period nineteen-of the convicts becamé its victims, and df eigh- 
ty-three then, in prison, not. one; escaped the disease, and'even now `

- Notwithstanding the wisdom of: the Penitentiary system as'afford-- 
. ing the best security for apportioning punishment tq crime, yet expe. 
rience, has proved that our criminal.law is in some reéspects- defective. 
It provides that, the imprisonment for petit lareény shall-not be less. 
than twelve manths, and it is rare that Jurors fix upon a longer periods, 
The consequence is that the prisoner is wholly incapable of acquiring 
useful ‘knowledge in any branch -of méchanital business in so short 
a time, and he is necessarily a heavy burthen tothe institution. 

. The individual who is so depraved-as to be guilty.of the crime of 
petit larceny, would not be restrained by: moral considerations from 
the commission of.crimes which by law are punished by a much long- 
er period of confinement. os E NUES 

"Y would therefore, respectfully récommend that-the law in relation 
' to petit larceny be so changed, as tọ make the shortest period of im- 
prisonment at least two. years. . eu Er UL DS e 
The Bank of the State was established by tlie Legislature in .the 
year 1820 under the delusive hope that.it would relieve the people 
fram the pecuniary embarrassments by which they. were then. oppress- 
ed, To enable the institution’to aacomplish the .object which its 
‘founders had in view, all the monies arising from tlie'sale of" Hiwassee-- 
' Jands—-the revenue of the State, and'the public faith were pledgéd for 
the redemption of its notes. The amount received from the sale: of 
Hiwassee lands at different periods was upwards of five hundred thou- 
sand dollars. Had this sum been judiciously managed, the principal 
and interest at this,time would have been little if any thing short of a .

.erable loss has also been sustained by the default of the officers of the 
principal bankat Nashville. ‘These circumstances taken in contiexion 
' with the fact, that the General Assembly has from time to time, appro- 
priated all the available funds of the institution to the use of common 
schools and internal improvements, make it proper that the business 
‘of the bank should be closed with as little delay as possible, and this 
‘can beeffected at a much less annual expense than has hitherto attended

justice ; nor should blessings, however enduring, be harshly forced up-

them,  Beneficence and humanity lose half their charms, when the re- 
cipient of unwilling favors does not comprehend the value of the in- 
tended kindness, 1 E 

The peculiar features which characterize the relations-existing be- 
tween the Federal Government and the neighboring Indians ; the power 
and greatness of the one,. contrasted with the weakness of the other, 
ought likewise to admonish us, that magnanimity and forhearance 
should mingle freely with every act of the Legislature that concerns 
their rights and privileges. The law‘of force never has, nor never 
should govern, except in extreme cases emanating from their follies and 
their pernicious delusions, leading, as they frequently do, to insuffera- 
ble outrages. The committee trust indeed, that they would beamong 
the last to propose, and the first to resist, any acts of violence or unne- 
cessary legislation on the part of the' State of. Tennessee ; and with be- 
coming sübmission to the opinions of others, who may think different-

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ly, they do not conceive that any of the principles here conceded, will y 


be violated by the policy they venture to advocate. 


In proposing, a$they do, by the bill herewith reported, to extend the 


authority of our laws over the whole of the acknowledged limits of the 
State, and thereby subjecting ‘to their jurisdiction, the seattering, mix- 
ed and degraded population, who inhabit the remnant of Indian lands, 
they seek to remove an evil, that has only been thus long perpetuated, 
by afew designing chiefs, regardless of its unhappy effects upon the 
miserable people over whom they rule, and as is confidently believed, 
contrary to the wishes of the largest portion of those who understand : 
their true condition, Motives of State aggrandizement will not, they 
trust, under any difference of opinion, be urged as a reason for the poli- 
"ey recommended. The territory in question is not of value sufficient 
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to excite the eupidity of the mostavaricious government. There may 
be extent of country sufficient to-constitute one county, and to make 
perhaps the one half of another; but it is mostly broken, mountainous 
and sterile, and without any of the mineral advantages, that have of

. debts. The board:claim the right of holding the state funds, and give. 
as'a reason, that “this course will prevent the possibility of. a failure to

num." . What-right had" Eastern capitalists-to éntértain such belief? 
They had thé charter before them—7t’ containéd" no clause "which 
ought to-have induced them to believe, that they would be: entitled -to. 
a portion of the’ profits made on the state's funds: -. Was it nota most 
unreasonable süpposition, that the state would create a ‘corporation, . 
endow it with anustial privilegés and even permit her profits.to remaitt 
in the Bank, to. be used for the benefit of individual stockholders! And ` 
yet. such is the claim set up by the board! ‘But it seems that the board 
regard the bonus of $10,000 as ‘oppressive,”” ‘To whom, the commit» 
tee would “ingiire, is this botius ‘oppressive?’ . Do the stockholders 
deem it.oppréssive, that they are required to pay the:state one half of 
one per cerit, for granting them. the privilege of making 8 or 10 per cent., 
on their capital, whereas, othér citizens ‘are only permitted to make 6 - 
per cent. on their disposable éopitàl? “The privileges granted to the’ 
bank can best bë understood, when reduced to dollars. , The capital, 
stock’ ef the bank; exclusive of that owned’ by the state, ‘amounts to- 
$2,000,000. Efva privaté citizen, or any number of private citizens, - 
should loan'this amount, the law would authorize them‘to take 6 per 
cent, "making $120,000; büt'when the same individuals are made a. 
body corporate, and place their money in bank, what is the result? , 
They-are allowed to tike from 6 to:8 pef cent. for their money—they 
are allowed. to'deal in: bills of. exchange—they receive theirinterest in ._ 
advance by the process of ‘discounting—and.they are authorized to 
issue notes to dóuble the.ariiount of the capital stock. ‘Instead then ot- 
loaning $2,000,000; the amount of their money, they are allowed to 
lend $4,000,000,—at the rate’ of -6 to 8 per.cent.—to take- the“ 
interest in-advance, aiid-to charge for a difference of exchange.” What. 
does this amount to? Upon thé most reasonable calculation, it may-bé 
set down at $350,000'a year. The privileges then of the bankare to, 
enable thé stockholders to take $350,000: instead of $120;000—or_ 
$230,000 more than they could make as private individuals. ; And for 
these privileges they pay $10,000—that is, the bank pays $10,000 for 
the privileges of making $230,000, and this is deemed by the board tọ 
be oppressive! , The committee in chatity must believe that ‘the- board. 
are mistaken in. supposing that the bonis: is regarded by any stock- 
holderas oppressive. The cómmitteé will not Suppose that the boar , 
regard the barus ds oppressive; but they would rathér conclude tliatsome © 
aVaricious-stockholders, Who are not ever satisfied with making the 
large per cent. which the charter secures, but desirous to óbtain a por« ` 
tion of the.profits of the state.stock, have uttered insincere complaints 
e obpressivéness, of the bonus, and thereby déceived the board. - 
dt itis an object of great desire with many stockholders to obtaitt a 
portion of the profits that would ‘drise from thé staté funds on deposit, : 
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may be-easily supposed. By using the state funds in their ‘ordinary 
operations the: hank would make from 8 to 10 per cent, at the-lowest 
calculation. At thé eid" of S0 éars, the clear profits on the accruing’ 
profits and boius ‘of the state, would amount to an immense sums. and 
this sum by the construction of the board would go‘in part toindividual . 
stockholders—-perhaps the state would receive one fifth’ of the clear 
profits made.on her own fund, und the individual stockholders'the re- 
maining four ‘fifths. 'Tosuppose that the last legislature were guilty of 
so great an oversight, is to suppose them either .grossly ignorant or 
culpably regardless of theinterests of thé country. Sooner than make 
either of’ these charges against their predecessors, the committee would 
suppose that the board.of directors have been mistakenrin their con- 
struction of the 7th-section of the charter. If the board of directors, 
or any one of them, have been so'unforfunate as to induce, eastern 
capitalists to subscribe for, stock in the bank, uridér the mistaken im- 
pressiori that they were to'receive a profit from the: state funds, the 
committee.most sincerely regret it; but justice requires that the respon- 
‘sibility should rest where it properly belongs. ` "ES. MN 
.- 8. The board conclude their answer, hy informing the Jegislattre, 
that the'state bonds were sold, under that construction of the charter 
now given by them,-and therefore that “honesty, good faith and duty, 
"all require that the holders,of the bondsshould-not be déceived in this 
respect." The committee believe that the holders of theshonds have 
the'mostample security for their payment; and therefore they see no 
cause for giving additional security by placing the funds of the state in 
‘the bank for that purpose. If the holders of the bonds have purchased 
them under a mistaken construction; the committee cannot. conceive 
that the state has practised any fraud, nor do they believe that she ought ` 
to be held accountable. The committee presume that the charter was 
examined by the purchasers of ‘the bonds, and if they choose to attach 
a meaning to words, that does not properly belong to them, this com- 
mittec cannot discover with what propriety, the legislature 1s told, that 
shoncely, ood faith and duty, all require that the holders of the bonds 
sieuid not he deceived in thisrespect? So far as the “personal honor” 
of the president of the bank is concerned, the committee would willing. 
Jy tebe any meceeures that woukl he consisient with their duty te thair 
miry, To prevent it irom suliring. Hut the committee are se 
post weed that the negotiation conducted by the perdes af the 
wee sarind on fov y 2nd honarebly on his port, that the v are compelled 
ta obese that et. wderttel> her dues potis iene arwee forum that 
apani vonalbereiedt mt be het pen ait rhorprion, » beck hee ape dis- 
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pointed out-—that thé profits should not be‘appropriated for the ordinary 
éxpenditurés of the government, but should constitute an accumulating 
fund. for the purposes of éducation; and the comniittee bélieve that the 
legislature would be “acting faithlessly towards their childrens! hil- 
dren,’ should ‘they willingly permitit to be withdrawn’ and diverted 
from:that sacred destination.””, The committee entertain no doubt that 
the legislature ‘intended to make a distinction betwixt the disposition. 
that was to be made of the profits on the state stock, and that to be 
made with thé bonus and the interest on the public deposits; and in this 
opinion they are confirmed ‘from thé fact, that two: of the committee 
were members of the legislature when the charter was granted, and to 
them the’idea never occurred, -that all three ofthe items were placed. 
on the same footing. They aré of opinion that a fair construction 
would be, that the legislature intended to make an appropriation'of her 
contingent profits, but did not intend to make the actual appropriation, 
until after the state bonds shall have been paid. For the purpose of 
fixing the time when this appropriation should be actually enjoyed, the 
words, ‘‘after the state bonds shall have been paid" were introduced, 
and not for the purpose of authorizing the board:of directors to retain 
the profits as they accrue; to appropriate them and the bonus to the pay- 
ment of: the state‘borids, ánd to use the surplus im the-usual banking 
transactions; and least of all was it the intention of the insertion of thèse, 
words; ‘that a part-of the profits that might be made on this surplus be- 
longing to the state, should go to individual stockholders. The com- 
mittee entertain no doubt, but that the legislature deferred the time of 
appropriating. the profits on: her stock until the state bonds shall have 
, been paid, for the purpose of-applying those profits to the extinguish- 
ment of principal and interest of the state bonds, but that they intended 
-to reserve to themselves the management and disbursement of this 
fund in the mean time, So far as the onus and interest on public de- 
posits are concerned, the committee believe, that the legislature intend-

This is so self-evident 
and essentially a fundamental rule of every political association of free- - 
men, that it is rarely, if ever, directly asserted in any written law or 
constitution. ‘The supposition that freemen would associate upon any : 
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other basis, isso preposserous as neverto have been esteemed necessary, 

to assert it. a rae 
"The representative system, intervening, does not alter this principle 
—the voice of all is to be heard through their representatives; and it is 
essential to the exercise of this principle, that ‘representation’ should 

be equal. € : s 

If the freemen of 'T'ennessee were now for the first time, forming a 
political community,.and making regulations fora representative con- 
"veution,to institute the fundamental /azw ‘for thisnew commtnity, it isnot 
probable that one.of the hundred and ten thousand who constitute this 
community, would ever think of proposing any other than an ‘equal 
representation of ‘all thé people in.such convention. But the pedple of. 
Tennessee are not for the first time forming a political community —- 
that connection has been long since -formed, and they have long been 
under the government of a written charter, - which has to some extent 
prescribed rules for the. government of this community in forming a 
new, or changing or amending that charter. > Whatever rules are pre- 
scribed by the existing constitution, whether they be in actordance 
with, or- opposed to these’first, principles, it is admitted, they must go- 
vern us, äs it is the compact or agreement of all the people that they 

shall control us. A QM oe qu 
"This brings us-to the construction of the constitution of the ‘State of 
Tennessee, on this grave and inferesting subject. But before under- 
taking an analysis of that article of the constitution, which-embra¢es 
the question presented to the consideration of the eómmittee, it willbe 
propér to remark, that the framers of the constitution must have antici- 
pated’ what, has actually occured. ‘When the constitution was formed, 
the. chartered, limits of Tennessee were but partially populated: that 
population was in the East, gradually progressing to the West: the pro- 
ple of that state, from which our ancestry principally emigrated, had 
surveyed. and appropriated the lands to the-southern bank-of the. Mis- 
sissippi, The facts before them, connected .with their then-expeérience, 
must have inducéd an expectation, that the population to the west would

be continually increasing ds it has been found'tó havedone. —— , 
‘It eannot be supposed, thatif the framers of the present.coüistitution, 
had they have anticipated What really has óccuréd, namely, thé call of 
a convention, at thé very timea new census was taken, that they would 
willingly have prescribed a rule, which would preclude the whole 
people from-an equal representation: they could have had no motive for 
tuch a violation of a fundamental principle of free government. “And 
as such a concurrence of circumstances was possible, we must suppose, 
‘it they at all contemplated it, that they would avoid prescribing a rule, 
which would prevent an equal representation of the people, TF their 
language is of doubfful construction, the fair presumption is, that they 
` did notcontemplete the event. -Wehave then only to enquire, whether 
by. actident they have employed language to which, upón the fair and

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- The third section of the 10th article of the constitution, is tlie one 
supposed by some to contain therule for the government of the Gener- 
al Assembly. The words of that section, after prescribing how and 
when the vote of the people should be taken, are—“the General As- 
sembly, shall at their next session, call a convention to consist of as 
many members as there may bein the General Assembly, to be chosen 
in the same manner, at the same places, and by the same electors that 
chose the General Assembly." Some contend that the words ‘to be 
chosen in the same manner," means that they must he chosen by the 
same electoral districts. i 

Does the word manner, relate to the size and number of districts? 
The committee think nat. The constitution Aad provided that all elec- 
tions shall be by ballot, and the:Zaws provide that judges shall be ap- 
pointed by the county court, to preside and judge of the qualification’ 
of the voters—-that clerks shalt keep a record—and that the sheriff 
shall receive the ballots and deposit them in the box. AH these things 
pertain to the manner of electing the General Assembly; and we may 
also say, that the members af the General Assembly are elected by. 
districts, and that this likewise pertains tothe manner. Yetthe ques+ 
tien is, does the size or number of the districts concern or affect the 
manner? If there be sixty districts for electing the General Assem- 
bly, if every other formality be the same, will not the manner of 
electing the General Assembly be just the same as if there were forty 
districts? If Rutherford and Williamson under one census, form one 
district to elect a member to the General Assembly, and under another, 
Rutherford alone forms a district, would any one think of saying that 
the manner of electing members was thereby changed? -A negative 
answer does nof loiter to the case supposed. If, indeed, the size of the 
districts can in any sense be saidto form any part of the manner of 


electing the General Assembly, it could only: be.in view of the requisi- , 


tions of the 2d and 3d sections. of the 1st article of the constitution, 
which requires the number of members to be apportioned among the 
several counties or districts, according to the numlier of taxable inhabi- 
tantsin each. It might perhaps with propriety of language be said,- 
that the manner of electing the General Assembly was hy districts 
formed in proportion to the number of taxable inhabitants; this hówever 
is questionable; but grant it for the sake of argument, and how would 
the question then stand? Jt would be the formation of districts, 


according to the taxable inhabitants which would constitute the man- ' 


ner; and any formation of districts upon the same principle, would 
certainly be the same manner, whether they were the same districts 
or not. e 

Those who contend that the ‘same manner”? means the same dis-

tricts, will find themselves in this dilemma. ‘The districts for the.elec- ` 


tion of senators and representatives are not the seme in buf few instan- 
ées—yet the latter in every instance forms a constituent part of the 
former: now if the same manner, means the same districts; which of 
the districts will be adopted, the senatorial or representative?. Both 
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cannot be, because they are not identical. . If but ane or -the other be. 


adopted, the words of the constitution are not satisfied: for it is the 
«game manner”, that the General Assembly were chosen, and, not the 
same manner that the senators and representatives were chosen.. ' 

. It has been found-that the word «chose?! is in:the original draft of 
the constitution, instead of the word **cAoose,? which is found in the 
printed books—some have thought, that the use of the verb in the past 
tense is conclusive that we are to pursue the same manner, that the 
present General Assembly were chosen, and the preceding remarks are 
predicated upon the supposed correctness of this criticism. Those who 
resort however to this criticism admit, that if the word “‘choose” had 
been used, that. then, whatever might be the, existing manner of elect- 
ing members of the General Assembly} atthetime the electior for dele. 
gates to the convention took place, would be the manner in which the 
latter should be elected; corisequently, the then existing districts would 
be, according to the mode: of argument, adopted, the proper districts 
for the élection of those delegates. But a critical examination of the 
sentence will .show, that the dfference between the words chose and 
choose, éan have no possible bearing on the question. -The sentenge-is 
elliptical; and when it is filled out as it must be understood, the word 
chose cannot .be employed in the first branch of the sentence to make 
either grammar‘or sense. For instance, “the General Assembly shall 
at their next session, call a convention tb consist of as many members as 
there may bé in the General Assembly, to be chosen in the same man- 
mer that chose the General Assembly; This would'be nonsense. The 
neither will makesénse. °`., - 

It must read, *«to be chosen in the same mónner that the General As- 
sembly are.or were chosen." Which tense of the verb will we 
adopt? There is nothing in the constitution to control or to indicate 
which. If we say, ‘sin the same manner the General Assembly ere 
chosen; all will then agree, that whatever maybe the manner under 
the néw census, will be the manner to be adopted in choosing delegates: 


and why may we not adopt this reading? Its believed by the commit- . 
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tee, that no good reason ean be given againstit. . 
No comment is thought to be necessary on the words, ‘at the same 
places and by the same electors.” . The places of election of. delegates 
may: be the same, no matter what apportionment this General. Assem- 
bly may adopt; and‘thatthe ‘same electors means electors of the sanie 
qualifications of those who elected the present General Assembly, it is, 
présunied no orie'will question. . sn ~ a : 
The committee in conclusion will remark, that if the'words of ‘the 
constitution be of doubtful import, the most safe, wise and prudent 
course is, to adopt that construction, which bèst carports -with thoge 
‘great and fundamental principles of equality and justice, which ere: 
thé boas, and the basis, and the end of our free institutjg~s. | Atid 
that a prudent forecast, and ali the lessons‘of the past, shoufd warn-us 
aghinst the .injudiejous and illiberal adoption of such a construction pf

citizens of the state voting for representatives, have voted for a conven- 
tion, the General Assembly shall, at their next session, call a conven- 
tion, to consist of asmany members as. there be in the General Assembly, 
to be chosen in the same manner, at the same places; and by the same 
electors that-chose the General Assembly,: who-shall meet within three 
months after the said election, for the purpose of revising and amend- 
ing or changing the constitution.” Here we have it declared, first,that 
the convention shall cohsist of as many members as there be.-in the 

. General Assembly;” not that, like the General Assembly, (Con. art. 1,

If a convention: had been called when there were but 39 mem- 
bers:in the peiteral assembly, and when the enumeration was just taken 
at which @r taxable inhabitants first exceeded 40,000, arid when in the 
next apportionment the general assembly might ‘have been, and were 
increased to 60 members, could the general assembly have then called a 
convention to consist of 60.members? > Certainly not; for, that general, 
assembly “consisted of but 39 members; and the call ‘of a convention 
would haye precluded the possibility of there ever being oue of 60.

From a full and impartial review of all the facts and authorities pet- 
taining to the subject, the committee are constrained to the opinion, 
thatthe true south boundary of this State is a true line run upon the 
35th degree of north latitude; and that the State of Tennessee of right.

A, review of the converitional and legal action of the federal govern- 
ment und of the States of North Carolina and Tennessee, in relation 
to the disposition of the landed interest of the country, isimportant to 
a correct conclusion.

By it the president and {lirectors were- 
directed ‘‘to proceed without delay to wind up and close the affairs’ of 
the institution by ceasing to make any further loans, and by making 
auch calls on the outstanding debts, as will be most likely to ensure 
_ their collection in the shortest time practicable, agreeably to the laws 
in force They were authorised to emyloy agents and ‘‘allow them. 
reasonable compensation," to assist in carrying into effect the inten- 
tions of the act. It wasalso enacted, that all the funds should be de- 
posited in the Union Bank whenever said Union Bank shall go. into 
operation. It is manifest thatthe Legislature intended the bank should 
be spéedily closed by a collection of theoutstanding claims, and a depo- 


-sitof the fundsin the Union Bank. Without attaching any blame to ^ 


the President and directors, your committee are convinced that the ob-

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REPORT OF THE RESIDENT ENGINEER. 


To the Board of Internal Improvement for East Tennessee. 

GENTLEMEN:—The progress made in the execution of works des- 
tined to improve the navigation of the Holston and Tennessee rivers, 
at the several shoals and rapids occurring between the town of Knox 
ville and the Alabama state line, isthe subject respectfully submitted in 
this communication, ` m BNET 

The board will recollect that the two first eontracts were concluded 
on the 20th August, 1832—viz: the contract, with John Kelly, for exe- 
euting tlie improvement atthe Pah and at the Boiling Pot, and with S. 
S. Henry & Co. at the Suck, at Rocky Point, and at the Tumbling 
Shoals, ^ — Pong MENDA n 

The work-required to he done by both these contracts, consisted, at 
each of the above named localitics, except the Tumbling Shoals, in the 
excavation: of an artificial channel along the banks separate from the 
original bed of the river. . ee A js 

The substances requiring removal; were principally rock, throagh 
depths of excavation varying at.various points, ptr each locality, from 0 
to 10 or 12 feet, and in some cases even deeper. . At thé Pan, the Boit 
ing Pot and at Rocky Point, (1-4 mile above the Suck) all exeavation 
required, was above low water surface. . At the Suck, the bottom of 
the channel was required to: be sunk two feet belqw the plane of low

The improvement at the Tumbling Shoa!s consisted in, the excavation 
and removal of rocks from the present low water channel, ‘all occurring 
under the surface, ànd generally in deep and:rapid water. ~ ' 

Soon after the conclusion of the contracts for thése improvements, I 
repaired.to the-vicinity, and spent. some time in making thé surveys, 
locations, and measuremerits of quantities, at the several rapids except 
the Tumbling Shoals, necessary to prepare the work for the operatiant

` During the time these: surveys were being made, the contragtora ar- 
rived at the Suck and Boiling Pot, and set actively about the eréetion

.. The undertaking being the first of the kind attempted in this section 
of country, partook of course, somewhat of the character of a novelty, 
and it'wasto-be expected that some time would necessarily elapse be- 
‘fore a sufficienc¥ of tools and fixtures could be provided, or the requisite 
' skill among hands éould be obtained, to enable the contractors to em- 
‘Ploy a heavy force, .Although in this respect.each contractor mani-

fested a laudable activity, yet, before much work eould be effected, a 
permanent rise in the river, which occurred atan unusually early period, 
(to wit, 10th af Octaber,) measurably put a stop to their further opera- 
tions for last year. 

The contractors at the Suck being largely engaged in contracts upon 
the Muscle Shoals canal, in Alabama, were able to bring with them a 
great part of their implements and fixtures. In this respect the Suck 
was better provided for than the Boiling Pot. But unfortunately the 

ner allotted to take charge of this work, was prostrated by sickness 
immediately on his arrival. In consequence of which disaster the work 
at this point remained in suspense until intelligence of it could réach 
Alabama, and.another person be sent from there to fill his place. This 
consumed so much time, that the work waa scarcely got under way, 
when its further progress was arrested by the rise in the river before 
noticed. E : 

From this time onward, the stage of the river fluctuated a few feet, 
but continued generally so high as to leave only a few. elevated points 
of the work, at each rapid above the surface of the water, until at length 
the whole became entirely submerged“ by the winter floods, These 
misfortunes operated so effectually to check the progress.of the work, 
that but very little could be done,at either point, during the last year. 

During the winter, however, the principal part of the work at Rocky 
Point, where the channel was required forhigh water navigation, was 
completed. And also some important improvements were effected for 
the high water navigation of the Suck, by the removal of some promi- 
nent pointsfrom theascending channel made use of during the high stages 
on the right bank of that rapid. Very material improvements were 
also effect J, by the removal of some ofthe more prominent obstruc 
tions at the Boiling Pot; yet, upon the whole, the quantity of work 
done by either of the contractors, until near the present mid-summer, 
was comparatively insignificant, E E d 

The cause of this detention of the work, was altogether attributable 
to the steady continuance of a stage of the river, several feet above low 
water, which did not entirely subside until after the Ist of August, 
although portions of the channel’ were exposed, after perhaps the 1st 
June, yet not sufficiently to allow of extensive operations, until about 
the middle of July. The same cause also operated to prevent the execu- 
tion of the works upon the Shoals above this, embraced in McCulloch, 
Hamilton & Co's contract, until a late hour in the summer. ` 
` ^ It was about the middle of July before the river subsided so as to al- 
ipw the commencement of operations -on an extensive scale; since that 
time the season has been eminently favorable, and the works upon the 
improvewents genérally, have been prosecuted with en energy highly 
ereditable to the contractors. li z 

The contract with M’Culloch, Hamilton & Co, of Pennsylvania, for 
the improvement of the several shoals, being 44 in number, intervening, 
between the Tumbling Shoals, and the town of Knoxville, I need not 
remind the board was made on the 20th February last. The work. for 
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whose execution this contract provides, consists in. excavating bars of 
rock, or other obstructions, ànd in -dislodging driftwood, snags, &c. 
and removing them-from the-low water channel in'the bed of the river; 
and in the construetion of dams, for the purpose of elevating the water, 
and cóntrollióg its direction, in eases where a sufficient depth is not 
procured hy the former process, " NM i Me 

The dams, of which the improvements in these portions of the river - 
principally consist, ate constructed of cribs, made by morticing paral- 
lel logs of forest timber, and uniting them together by cross ties of 
sawed scantling, in the form (ona large scale). of a common ladder, 
tha ends of the logs being spliced together so as to give the: dam any 
required length; and when a greater height than a single tier is required, 
each lower crib is made.wider than its “successor. - Cribs thus formed, 
are sunk to the bottom of the river, and secured to their places by 
being filled with broken Tock, resting on bushes thrown across. the 
cross ties of the-cribs; upon the firstone, ather cribs of- the same con- 
struction but^ successively narrower, are placed, until the vertex of 
the dam reaches its required height. Eu 

. Excepting the preparation of materials for the-construction of these 
dams, no part of.the work contemplated by this contract, can be exe- 
cuted at any other time than during low water; accordingly, directly 
after the conclusion of the contract, the shoals, upon which the contrac- 
tors were directed to confine their operations this year, were designated 
to thém, and- they immediately-commenced ‘the preparation of large 
quantitiesof materials for the construction of dams, the prineipal part 
of winch was delivered at their several destined localities, sometime 
before the water had sufficiently subsided to admit of making the sur- 
yeys, indispensible to determine the precise location of the works. 

The shoals which. were ‘determined on as the objects of this year’s 
operations, were in accordance with the suggestions of the board, se- 
lected with special reference to their superior formidability, those being- - - 
designated which opposed-the:most extensive and serious obstructions 
to the navigation; and although: their number amounts to but about one 
fourth of.the whole, -yet the great extent of their obstructions, and 
their generally more difficult cter in other respects, will probably, - 
make the cost of their improvement about equal to that required for . 
improvingallthe balance embraced in this contract. p . 

These shoals ‘are 10 in nurnber, and are distributed over a distance 
by way of the river,. of about 169 miles, the lowermost one of the 
number; (Sauda Shoal): being situated 86: miles above the Suck, and 
Lyon’s Shoal, which is the uppermost one of this class, is 9 miles below

Each of these shoals having been ‘minutely described in the late re 
portof Col. Long, U. S- Topographical Engineer, and: a majority of 
the members of the board baving lately made personal observations on 
each of them, any description of .them inthis place, is deemed unnecés- 
sary. Letit suffice to repeat the remark previously made, that in 
point of difficulty, and expense of improvement; they constitute, by all 
means the most formidable class of obstructions occurring in the rivers 
above the Tumbling Shoals. ZA. 

The work which is going fotward upon the above named Shvals, 
and upon the rapids in the Cumberland mountains, to witi upon the

PROGRESS OF THE WORKS—PROSPECTS OF COMPLE- 
TION, &e. ` "d 


In treating of this subject, we will commence at the lowest obstruc- 
tion, to wit: the Paw, and attend to each successive rapid, in the order 
of its occurrence in ascending the river. - ` uo Ex 

Before entering upon the subject under consideration, I take occasion 
to remind the Board, jn relerencé to the 4 lower rapids, td wit: the 
Pan, the Boiling Pot, the Suck and Rocky Point, that in consequence.of 
suggestions submitted for their approval, oof amendments originating 
with themselves, the locations, and éonséquently the measurements of 
the works, at each of those points haye been more or less varied from 
theoriginal locations made last year; which variations will be more 
fully spoken of in treating of the several rapids in-their proper places. 

These alterations involved the necessity of the entire abandonment 
of the original surveys at the Pan andat the Suck, and of making par- 
tially new ones, atthe Boiling Pot and at Rocky Point. The coniple- 
tion of these new surveys, (except at Racky Point) was unavoidably 
delayed until the subsidence of the river late id the season this year. 
At the same time, also, the surveys of the several upper Shoals were 
obliged to be attended to, in order to keep pace with the operationa of 
those contractors. These duties, in connexion with an in dispensihle 
attention to the execution of the works, distributed over along distance, 
havekept me very closely engaged up to this time. In consequence of 
this pressure of duty, time bas nof yet sufficed for making exact ealqu- 
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lations from the data contaiued in my field notes, of the quantities of 
work tobe done, at either the lower rapids, or the Shoals above, ex« 
cept in partieular-eases of which notice willbe taken. "The work being 
of-a nature to require-numerous‘calculations, in orderto determine the 
exact quantities, and to separate and classify the distinct proportions of. 
its several dendmisations; attention to these calculations is unavoidably 
postponed until a suspension of, the works this fall, leaves me a more 
leisure opportunity. ` . RU EN IM MO" ` 

The estimates herewith submitted, and to which the board is refer- 
red for information in regard to the cost of the work, haye, therefore, 
necessarily been’ prepared from general data, derived from my field 
notes, upon which and upon the actual.contract prices at which the work 
is undertaken, the calculations are based, “They have been prepared 
with as much-care .as the press of.time would admit, and upon the 
whole, it is believed that when minute.and accurate calculations come 
to be made, their results will not befound materially variant from those 
exhibited in the tabular view containing the estimates submitted at this 
time. . - É | : 

Great care has been taken to give them‘ such amplitude as-to satisfy 
my own mind of their full safficiency to cover all expenses; and it is 
believed that in their variation, they will rather overrun, thanfall short 
of the actual ultimate costof the works. — - 

I will also here observe, thatwhenever, in speaking of the river. or 
its appendages, the term ** righé” or “left”? is applied -to designate 
the banks or shores of the river, islands, &c. it will mean the ‘right’? ox

The bar through which this.chinnel has to be excavated, consists al- 
together of coarse, hard sandstone ročk, ‘which have fallen from the 
high previpices of; the Cumberland mouniage which rise: to a gréat ` 
height in the vicinity, rising from the water’s edge tothe aL at side of 

the artificial channel; this bar presents a: moderately -undu ating. and 
compact stirface comparatively level, but descending in- an inclined 
plane, in the direction of ‘the river, its general altitude being about'7 
or8 feet above Jaw water. mark.

A survey and location of this channel in accordance with Col: Long’s 
plan, was partially made last fall, but left, unfinished in consequence of!. 
other requirements, by which it was satisfactorily ascertained that by 
adopting the highest altitude, as the plane of bottom, still the amount 
of excavation would exceed Col. Long’s highest estimate. . ^" . - 
From observations made then, and afterwards made of the charac- 
ter of the rapid, the great depth of the excavation through the body of 
the bar, appeared to me, considering the pecuniary circumstanees of the 
board, to be unadvisable.

‘The suggestion öf the’ propriety’ of'enlarging and ‘extending’ this

ben directed. to build the wall aecordingly, and has made some pro- 
gressin its construction. The expense of this wall will be'partially, if 
not entirely saved,.by the inferior expense of the earth excavation. 
More will be said upon this subject in our remarks upon the Suck. 
When this work was last visited, on the 4th inst. it wasthen:thought 
to be about one half done, and from the promised further exertions of 
the contractor, two fifths of the balance, and perhaps more will be done

This rapid. in its natural condition, presents'a truly, formidable ób- 
struction, at all stages, except extreme high water, Its character is , 
. that of a simple rapid whose conformation exhibits no very extraordin- 
ary, or Complex features, It has a stifficient-depth of water, but its 
great fall on a short distance, produces a current so violent; that it can 
be ascended, only with the greatest difficulty, and. generally after re- 
peatedly abortive trials. Ee 2 MEL M 
The Suck is caused by a bar, whick crosses the river at this place, 
and over which there is a sudden deeltvity.: The form of the bar is 
nearly a scalene triangle, having its vertex connected with.the left bank 
of the river," under water; its base being the foot of. the bank forming 
the right high water shore; and itslower leg diverging from: the left | 
bank, and at an acute angle with it; running obliquely down stream, 
tontinuing to rise negrer and nearer td the surface, until it. finally 
emerges on the opposite side of the low-water channel; thence follow- 
ing the same direction, until it üpites with the high-water shore, on the 
right side of theriver.  .

The excavation-of this channel bisects the narrow, depressed bar of. 
rocks which lie between the main bank-and the low water verge-of the” 
rapid, leaving a narrow line of rocks remaining between the central: 
part of the channel and the bank of the river. This channel is to be: 
sunk two feet below the surface of low water; in which latter plane ‘it’: 
isto be fifty feet wide when completed. Its léft side passes along and 
close under the abrupt bench of the main high-water shore. "The depths: 
of excavation vary from 0 to 13 1-2 feet, but will average probably, 
e 4 1-2 feet. ltslength, on the.line of the left bank, is about 900 

eet, 

The same mural precipices of conglomerate sand-stone mentioned at : 
the rapids below this, here present themselves several hundred feet in . 
height, and flank the river at a short distance from its shores, The 
banks.of the river therefore present a rough, irregular and craggy sur- 
face, consisting of huge boulders, and smaller broken blocks, the re- 
mains of disjointed strata, precipitated from the ledges of the contigu- 
ous mountains. From the surface of this craggy shore, all soluble mat- 
ter has been swept away by the violence of thefloods. "Thisdescrip- 
tion is more appropriately applicable to theleft bank. ` The right bank, 
as before observed, presents a spaciouslow bar, which stretches from 
the verge of the low-water chasm, entirely-to the main high-water : 
shore. The greatest width of this bar is probably one hundred and 
fifty yards. Itis composed of the same materials as the left bank, but 
wenerally of smaller and more water-worn blocks and fragments, the ° 
eavities between which are very compactly filled with pebbles, gravel,- 
sand, and other insoluble particles, which give this bar a comparatively 
smooth: and regular surface. Such is the character of the excavation : 
on this side of the river. 

It would have been proper to have mentioned before, that the'course 
of the river here describes the segment of a circle, and that the bar on 
the right side of: the rapid occupies the concave shore. 

This circumstance, and the greater distance across the bar between ^ 
the two basins, by which the fall is greatly ameliorated on this side, to- 
gether with the inferior depth’ of ‘water, -produce a current over tlié^ 
rapid which, during:the intermediate and higher stages: is greatly more” 
gentle on this side of the river than on the other. For this reason,.as- 
cending boatsusually take this side whenever there is a sufficient depth: 
of water over the bar. 

Previously to the projection of the present plán of improvements,-: 
two individuals .had, on their own aceount, commenced. ‘and: partially: 
completed some ‘improyements upon this side of the river, calculated... 
to render very useful facilities to the navigation. ' COME

Ahe margin of low water, on amore depressed part of the bar, Doctor 
John C. Haley made very considerable improvements, hy the: excava- 
tian of 2 channel calculated to facilitate.the navigation at.a low.stage. 
On the, adoption of the present plan, this work was left in an unfinished 
condition. AN à 

In pursuance of directions received from the President, acting under 
the order of the.Board of the 7th Decémber, 1832, surveys have been 
made for the purpose of completing and extending Haley’s channel. 
The work embraced by those surveys has been completed. Some 
other work upon this bar, having the same object -as the last mention- 
ed, including also a cluster of boulders, situated so as to endanger the 
safety of descending boats, .has also been executed; the subject of 
whieh has already been before the board,-and its execution sanctioned 
by them. The completion of these, several parcels of work, all of 
which were finished some time since, has, in addition.to the improve- 
ments previously made, procured important facilities to the navigation 
on this side of the river, and especially for boats bound up stream. ` 
_  Thechannel made-by Doctor Haley is fixed on a line extendingfrom 

a point on the right side of the upper basin, across the bar, to the right 
verge of the lower‘basin. The whole length of this line, as previously 
noticed, is about eleven hundred feet; but Haley’s work extended only 
about nine hundred fect—to wit: from Suck. creek to the lower basin. 

The improvements made upon the line of this channel are, the deep- 
ening'and giving a more uniform grade to the bottom—the materials 
taken from which, and" from other parts of the bar, have been placed 
upon the wall, or embankment, which forms its northern boundary. — 
By this process, that'wall, which, mits unfinished state, was of irreg- 
xlar heights, aceasionally interrupted by gaps or depressions, has been 
yaised to a nearly uniform altitude throughout. With this improve- 
ment, the wall has now a general height of probably eight or ten ‘feet. 
‘Near the head. of this embankment, its direction has been diverged 
thirty: feet, ina distance of ahout two hundred and fifty feet, in order 
to procure a more direct draft for warping to the point above. 

At equal distances from each other, along the embankment, three 
frames, constructed of squared timber, and secured in the bottom of the 
wall by the weight of rock resting on and among their timbers, have 
been fixed for the attaphnient of warps.. These frames will afford fa- 
cilities for warping, at any stage between seven and probably fourteen 
teet abovelow water mark; ^ MES. i 

The high crestof the-bar above Suck creek has heen reduced to the 
same level with the reduced bottom of, Haley's channel, and a warping 
frame in line with those in the embankment below, has been establish- 
£d an that point alsp.. ‘Thus unproved, the bottom ot this channel oc 
eupies a plane.gbout 5 feet above low water, to the level of which, all 
obstractions between thé liné of Haley’s embankment, and the low 
water margin of the rapid, sve removed thrqughout from the upper ta

Ata stage when the. water has overspread this bar, the velocity 
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which was formerly very capricious by reason of sudden jumps‘or: cas- 
cades over the inequalities of the surface, will be reduced,‘and equaliz- 
ed throughout by the uniform graduation of the improved’ bottom:— 
The wall and warping fixtures will afford every necessary facility for 
the application of warps: they will also serve as conspicuous landmarks 
‘for defining the channel until their submergence gives the signal to steer 
for Bearden’s channel, which has some time before had a sufficient 
depth of water, and alongthe bank of which, numerous: trees afford 
every convenience for warping. 
By means of these improvements, ascending boats will meet with 
greatly reduced difficulties, and the removal of the crest and: boulders 
‘from the inner portions ef the bar will materially enhance the safety 
of boats descending the river. - 3 i 
The work done upọn these improvements has been principally exe- 
cuted at odd jobs, during the prevalence of water too high to-àdmit of 
working upon the low water channel on the left bank. Its aggregate 
cost is 2,947 07 
It has been my own impression that this side-of the river offered the 
most eligible locality for'the low water channel; but as that matter has 
been discussed at length, in two previous.communications, perhaps it 
is improperly alluded to here. : 


THE CHANNEL ON THE LEFT BANK. ' 


For reasons previously given, any material operations upon this 
work, were unavoidably delayed until late 1m the season. Since that 
time, however, very spirited exertions have -béeti made by the contrac- 
tors, and their progress is perhaps equal to what could have been reason- 
ably expected, the adversity of circumsfanées considered. oo 

‘This work was last visited on the 4th and 5th Fost, About 70 men 
(as reported by the eontractors) assisted by a strong crane and othér 
machinery for removing heavy rocks, and excavated materials, weré 
industriously employed upon the excavation. The work was then 
under way, and the excavation was earried- te a greater or less 
depth, the whole length of the line, except a short bar, purposely 
left at the head, asa defence against inundation. From the lower ex-. 
tremity, a distance of 290 feetup the channel, the greater part of the 
excavation was sunk to the bottom, two. feet below the surface of low 
water. Above this, the general depth of excavation conipleted along 
the left bank, would probably average from 5 to 6 feet, running to 0 
at the sloping side of the bank next the river, leaving a méan depth of 
Sta 5 feet yet to exeavate, one half of which (probably) lies below 
the low water plane. Some progress had al&o-'been made in the con- 
struction of slope wall, which is required along the left bank. i 

> Qn penetrating the surface of the locality on which this channel is 
situated, the upper crust of the bank toa depth of 2 to 3 feet, is com- 
posed exclusively of boulders, blocks, and broken fragments, of: rock. 
low this, the excavation consists of a very considerable’ proportion 
af a highly ferruginous earth, of an indurated cohesion, and ochreous, 
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texture, intermixed with small angular fragments of rock. This com- 

und, substance firmly envelopes, and fills the interstices and spaces 
imis the boulders and blocks of sand-stone, which at this depth be- 
come more detached, and occur at greater intervals than on tlie surface. 
Without any material variation, thisis the character of the excavation 
between the depth mentioned and the- bottom of the .channel, This 
discription will also apply to the excavation at the Boiling Pot, which 
is very similar, if not exactly likethis. I would, however remark, in 
reference to both these rapids, that in the immediate vicinity of the 
water's edge, very littleof this substance is to be met with. 

These earthly materials being liable by their solubility to endanger 
the stability of the left bank of the channel, a slope wall has been de- 
termined on as a defence against abrasion. Italso gives a smooth and 
regular finish to the work, and by attaching ring bolts to large stones 
purposely disposed along its face, it affords the.means of numerous, and 
highly useful warping conveniences. The expense of this wall will 
probably be nearly, or quite obviated by a saving realized from the 
earth excavation, 

It has heen previously mentioned, that along the right side, and 
about midway down the channel, a line of rocks would be left inter- 
vening between it and the low watershore of the rapid. These rocks 
forni á tolerably compact line, about 300 feet long, varying in width 
from 0 at each end, to perhaps 30 feet wide in the centre, and rise 2 to 
4 feet abave low water. 

In order to defend the channel from the surges of the river, whose 
current is very violent, at and below this point, it was determined to 
continue this. line, by an artificial embankment running along on the 
right line of the channel. For this purpose the contractors were di- 
rected. to throw imtothe river along the right line-of the channel, the 
part of their excavated materials, not required upon the left bank, and 
as this was the readiest method of disposing of the earthy matter we 
have described, they have been directed to deposit this promiscuously 
with rocks of various sizes, inthe river, upon this line, it being sup- 
posed that the winter floods would sweep the earth away.and leave the 
remaining rocks of, sufficient height; or if the.quantity of rocks left, 
should be insufficient for the purpose, it was thought they wold form 
the foundation of a crib,dam, of similar construction with those made 
Nge of ontheuppel shoals. =. 

Along the:lower part of channel, materials thus deposited have ac- 
sumulated toa heightof 10 to 15 feet above water. ‘This effectually 
defends that part from the influx of the river, and has besides caused a 
material modification of thexapid. ‘This embankment contains a large 
proportion of rock, which.will probably be the only remaining portion 
of the mass next spring. It is thought, however, that the quantity of 
that material which will keep its place, will be ample to effect the de 
ied object. i SEEN i :

This 
work was completed in the early part of the season. Its aggregate 
eost was $1,022 55. 


TUMBLING SHOALS. 


This is the uppermost of the obstructions inthe Cumberland' moun- 
tains. Itis a very difficult and dangerous low water obstruction. The 
low water channel is deep, but critically serpentine, and very rapid.— 
The obstructions consists principally of huge rocks, detached from 
each other, and standing in deep water, and being cither hidden just 
below, or rising very little above the low, water surface. In the inter 
vals between them, there are occasional hillocks or masses composed 
of aggregated blocks of rock which require removal, but in general 
the water isfrom 4 to 7 feet deep in the channel. Through the spaces 
between them, the water passes very rapidly, and these rocks being 
promiscuously scattered in the channel, render the passage among them

Although the board may nothave anticipated the full extent of this 
deficiency, yet it is thought that their own observations have satisfied 
them that an additional appropriation would be found necessary to com- — 
plete the improvements, EK ' 

In consequence of the inadequacy of the fund, all the remaining 
shoals, obstructing the navigation at various points along the Tennessee 
and Holston rivers, within the limits embraced by the plan of the im- 
provements, must, without a further appropriation be left unimproved., - 

The number ofshoals thus left, without the means ofimprovement, is 
35, whilethe wholenumber of obstructions, whose works are in hand, is" 
but 15. The obstructions, however, embraced by -the latter number, . 
whether considered in reference to their individual extent, or to the 
expensivehess of their improvement, constituled by all means the most 
formidableproportion. . : t 

Notwithstanding, however, that the most diffeult and expensive ob- 
structions will be obviated by the expenditure of the present fund, yet 
should the balance of the shoals be neglected, the river above the passes 
in the-vicinity of the. Suck and Boiling Pot, will, for all the purposes .. 
of low water navigation, practically remain in the same condition that- 
it was in, previously to any improvement; 1nasmuch as the depth of low ` 
water, over a good number of them, does not exceed 12 to 15 inches, 
which full depth, and generally more than the former, previously ex- 
isted on all the shoals now on hand. ° -> : 

The number remaining, it ia true, is greater than the number of those” 
undergoing improyement; but their obstructions are, in'all'eases, of 
considerable less, and, generally, of very greatly inferior extent., On. 
alarge proportion of these, as before noticed, not more than fiftéen 
inches, and in many cases not more than' twelve or thirteen inches of- 
water can be found; and yet their obstructions frequently consist of a 
single bar of very limited extent—in some cases, not over fifteen to 
twenty-five yards across, and in a good number of others, not mare 
than forty to fifty yards across. In other instances, nothing more is 
required save thé removal of a few hogback rocks, tegether with a few 
snags; and, in several eases, a sufficient depth may be obtained by sim- 
ply the removal-of snags ladged in the channel. Thisdisparity in the 
comparative individual extent of their obstructions, will very material. 
ly reduce the aggregate expense of their improvement. au p 

The work being under contract, and its prices being known, by `

means of observations carefully made at low water, the actual ultimate 
cost of effecting these improvements could be ascertained to an approx- 
imation approaching certainty; but the unremitted recurrence of duties 
connected with the works in progress, has so closely required the occu- 
pation of my time as to prevent me from making such minute and care- 
ful examinations, during the low water season, as would énable me to 
estimate the. cost of their improvement, with an exactitude entitled to 
. implicit reliance; but from the cursory attention which has been be- 
stowed upon them, as well as from other general data, it is calculated 
that an additional appropriation of $50,000 00 willbe required. That 
sum, it is confidently believed, will be abundantly ample. | 

By the expenditure of the.present fund, the-formidable passesof the 
Suck and Boiling Pot, hitherto so onerous to the navigation, will short- 
lv be obviated; the navigation of the Tumbling Shoals, the most dan- 
gerous obstruction in the river, will be divested of its hazard; and the 
effect produced by the-improvements upon the previously difficult shoals 
in the upper portions of these rivers, so far as experience has been bad, 
may, it is thought, be exhibited as triumphant examples of the suecess- 
ful adaptation'of the plan: and with the expenditure of the additional 
sum above named, thé belief is very strongly entertained, that the 
same thorough improvement of all the remaining obstructions may be 
effected throughoüt. — . : . 

It was my intention to haye, accompanied this paper with a drawing 
of each locality treated of; but owing to-the late hour to which its pre- 
paration was unavoidably deferred, it was found indispensible to forego 
that design.

The committee have examined the report made to this house by the 
Geologist, and are convinced that it contains valuable information to the 
citizens of the State. Its length, however, in the opinion of the com- 
mittee, will prevent such a careful perusal by the members of this 
Legislature as its importance: demands, and on that account the com- . 
mittee have thought they would best subserve the interests of the State, 
by giving a brief analysis of the contents of thereport. > . 
Analysis of the Geological description of Davidson, Williamson, 

and Maury counties, accompanied by a Geological Map, and 

Sections of Stratification, by Dr. G. ‘Troost, Geologist of the 

State of Tennessee. a 

After having sketched in. an interesting preface, the labors and the 
enjoyments of the naturalist who investigates the structure of the 
crest of the globe he inhabits, and after having examined the first causes 
which have advanced man to his present state, Dr. Troost describes 
the astonishing progress which the science of Geology has made dure 
ing the present generation, He says: 

«Its principal founders and innovators have not yet all left the stage 
of this life. Inour new and happy country, its votaries are not only 
vastly increasing, but they find protectors aad encouragement from our 
first and most eminent men. Several of our Legislatures; convinced 
of the utility of geological examinations, have appointed persons iQ 


investigate the structure and mineral resources of their respective states, 
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the Legislature of Tennessee was among the first that have distín. 
guished themselves as the patrons of this science."  — Ku Bé 
Before he proceeds to give á regular view of the geology of the 
counties of Davidson, Williamson and Maury, he gives a general out- 
line of the Geology of the greatest portion of the state. : From-‘this 
outline the committee learn that we may count several series or forma- 


-tions of rocks in the State of Tennessee. He considers that part which 


js beyond the eastern declivity of the Cumberland mountain, as belong- 
ing to what Geologists term the first transition, or gras wacke for- 
mation. The greater part of the Cumberland mountain he considers 
as belonging to the coal formations, of which he has given the extent 
in the report already made and read to the House. This coal formation 
rests on a series of strata of oolitic limestone. ‘This oolite series cov- 
ers the limestone strata which prevails in the three counties mentioned. 
These limestone strata are covered with a series of argzlaceous and 
siliceous strata, in which our rich deposites of iron are found, and 
which again are covered towards the western part of Tennessee with 
the Thiatyary formations. 

After having given this precursory view of the Geology of the State, 
Dr. Troost gives a detailed description of the geology of the three 
counties before mentioned. He describes with much precision, the 
different strata, their accidental minerals, among which he enumerates 
several varieties of plaster-sulphate of Barytes, and Strontian, and 
their metalic deposites. The part of the description, now before the 


committee, contains only one description of such metalic deposit, viz: 


that of avein of Lead, which promises to be advantageous to its pro- 
prietor. He is also very particular in describing what he calls the 
Sandstone strata, which cover the limestoné.—But, as, according to 
the opinions of the most distinguished geologist, the relative ageof the 
various strata can be determined only from the imbedded organic re- 
mains, or the reliques of successive generations of animals and plants, 
and asexperience has taught that the metalic deposites differ according 
to the age of the strata, so for instance, Tin is only found in the oldest 
orlower strata and never wasfound in the newer, so, the Dr. has de- 
scribed with much exactness, theseremains. In an. Appendix to his 
labors, he has described about 50 species, of which there are many that 
were not described before, and most of them were not known to exist 
in óur country. 


~~ The committee learn from the Report of Dr. Troost, that he has 


commenced an analysis of the various soils, and that itis his object to 
add to his work an Agricultural and Chemical description of, the nature 
of the different soils. When this object shall have been attained, the 
Committee believe that the description of these eounties will be com- 
plete, and when the whole State shall have been described in the same 
manner, the committee bélieve the whole work will constitute a book 
that will he usefül to the State, and particularly useful as a guide for the 
study.of Gtology, which science is now taught in the Uniyersity of 
Nashville and several other colleges, 
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The committee consider the memoir of Doctor Troost as highly 
worthy of publication, but as the production is not of a character simu- 
jar to the generality of the legal documents-which have been presented 
to the Legislature, it being accompanied with a map and -profiles of 
stratification Which cannot be executed in this State, the committee 
deem it advisable to leave the publication to be cónducted by the author 
himself. l i l

In submitting this estimate of the annual exports, the committee feel 
sensibly the difficulty of aoe at a satisfactory conclusion. Suchis 
the variety of our productions, the different markets to which they are 
sent, the numerous channels through which they pass out of the state, 
and the many ways and mearis of transportation and conveyance, that 
it is impossible to form a correct estimate of the whole amount. The 
committee have ventured to give the above as the result of their inves-

they learn that this debt is now producing a profit to the state of 10 per 
cent. on the amount. This is the first loan ever created.by the state; 
having at all timesa surplus revenue not appropriated. to any purpose.

reasonable calculations justify the opinion that Tennessee cari sustain 
an equal population, Both States are, it mueh of their territory, 
mouitainaus; with this difference, thatthe mountains of Pennsylvania 


‘are barren tà their summits; and are abrupt in their acclivities, whilst. 


the mountainous lands in Tennessee are all fertile, and 'so gradual in 
their dscent as to be susceptible of cultivation from their base to ‘théir 
summit. In trath, the committee will venture the opinion, that the 


‘giperficial surface of Tennessée will support a population as large as 


would the area of an'entire plane withinher chartéred limits. ^: . 

The climate and soil afford a great variety of products, situated in a 
medium latitude between the two extremes, and possessing-advantages 
over any othér State, bya regular gradation from the summit.of the 
Alleghany to the level of the Mississippi river. -In that portion of the 
State lying east of the Cumberland mountains, the lands în general are 
not so fertile as those lying west, bui-they contain inexhaustible beds-of 
mineral ores, which must, in the eaurse of time, afford the means of 
sustaining a dense population, and of adding greatly to the-wealth of 
the State. But connected with her mines-of coal and iron ore," East
